I got your most welcome letter 
tonight, 28th, and sure glad to 
hear from you.

Seed Fair a Success 


Excellent Exhibit of Seeds Raised 
In Alberta With 
Irrigation 
The first annual seed fair of the 
eastern section of the irrigation block 
was held at Brooks, Alberta, a few 
days ago, and the exhibits shown tes- 
tify to the possibilities awaiting the 
farmer who _ specializes in growing 
grains and field-crops for seed or*who 
combine this phase of farming with 

his other activities, 

Seed growing in the Brooks dis- 
trict is a comparatively new industry 
as the district has been but very 
sparsely settled up until the past year. 
But in spite of the youth of the in- 
dustry and the sparsely settled na- 
ture of the district the great varicty 
and excellent quality of the sceds 
shown there have been a great sur- 
prise to the judges as well as to the 
settlers themselves, 

The seeds exhibited were all grown 
in the district during the past year 
and consisted of the following: ~ 
Grimm, Baltic and common alfalfa; 
white and yellow swect clover; red, 
white and alsike clover; both spring 
and winter vetch; field peas; four 
varieties of garden peas; six of gar- 
den beans; flax; barley; oats; wheat; 
potatoes; northwestern dent and 
white flint corn, 

Lfhis is the first time that such a 
large number of varieties of local- 
grown. secds have ever been brought 
together at one place in the Brooks- 
Bassano district, and many of the 
local growers, after carefully examin- 
ing the quality of the large number 
of varieties ‘shown, declare that the 
future of the seed growing business 
in this district is now assured,

A lively argument ensued between 
Mr. McLean, of Bowes, Limited, and 
William) Newman, of Lorneville, at a 
meeting of the Ontario Creamery As- 
sociation held in Toronto. 

Mr. McLean pleaded for the test 
of the average, so that the exact qual- 
ity of Ontario butter would be known, 
Mr. Newman would beat the western- 
ers at their owf game and play up 
for exhibitions and not let the prizes 
go west, and in that way stimulate 
strides toward better butter making.

3egan With Coins That Had the 
Shape of Knives 


With the end of the war comes the 
end, one may believe, of an odd spec- 
tacle sometimes scen in the neighbor- 
hood of Tsinan, Tsingtau, and doubt- 
less of other Chinese cities—-the sight 
of a Chinese coolie pushing a wheel- 
barrow loaded with coins on their 
way to be melted down for the me- 
tal. War conditions raised the price 
of brass and copper to such an ex- 
tent that it was found profitable to 
purchase coins and melt them, a prac- 
tice which brought inconvenience, 
for it materially reduced the circu- 
lating medium, Laws were passed 
against it, but they seem to have been 
more or less successfully evaded, and 
wheelbarrows continued to be used in 
supplying the smelters. Thus is add- 
ed arfother incident in the long his- 
tory of Chinese cash, which began 
3,000 years and more ago with the 
circulation of coins that had the 
shape of knives still to be seen used 
as paper knives by foreigners in 
China who have picked them up 
searching for antiques. Other shapes 
were introduced, and before the Chou 
dynasty, about 600 B.C,, the Chinese 
currency was ax-shaped and spade- 
shaped as well as knife-shaped. At 
that time round coins with a hole in 
them, so that they might be held to- 
gether with a cord, were introduced 
and found much more convenient,

The story 
is told that on the occasion of a visit 
by Emerson to the Carlyle home in 
Scotland the two men sat for a whole 
evening without uttering a single 
word, When the visitor rose to go, 
each of the two declared that a pleas- 
ant and profitable time had been had. 

One of the best lessons a certain 
man ever obtained from a book was 
gained when, on visiting a : 


home, he picked up a volume entitled, 
“An Essay on Silence.” Opening the 
covers with eager interest, the visi- 
tor turned page after page, only to 
find them absolutely blank. There 
was not a’ word in the book, but it 
spoke volumes. 

The chief value of silence is that it 
forces thinking, where thinking is 
; possible, and where thought is im- 
possible there is the immense relief; 
to the innocent bystander, Keeping!

A Land of Opportunity 


Plain Story of What Citizens of In- 
* itiative and Resourcefulness 
May Accomplish 

An illustration of the commonplace 
fact that the real wealth of » nation 
comes from the soil was brought to 
the attention of the Winnipeg Trib- 
une by J. C. Waugh, a former mayor 
of the city of Winnipeg. The story 
is too good to be passed by, so it is 
given as related by the Tribune: 

“Ex-Mayor Waugh was down at 
Dryden, Ontario (a small place on 
the C.P.R. main line east of Winni- 
peg) as the board of trade represen- 
tative at a good roads convention. 
Our eastern neighbors tried to per- 
suade him that between here and 
Port Arthur there is over twice the 
amount of cultivatable land as is to 
be found in Manitoba, His imagin- 
ation probably didn’t carry him that 
far, but he inquired from some of the 
delegates as to their success in farm- 
ing on what, to a stranger, looks like 
never-ending rocks everywhere along

of the delegates, a Norwegian-Cana- 
dian, confessed that he did “putty 
well.” He has ten acres seeded to 
clover: ‘Cattle rising?’ enquired 
Mr. Waugh. ‘No; clover seed rais- 
ing.’ Something new in these parts, 
thought the ex-mayor. ‘How much 
do you raise? ‘Eight bushels to the 
acre; $30 per bushel; $240 per acre; 
$2,400 for the ten acres.’ Very sat- 
isfactory, thought the Winnipeger. 
‘Putty fair,” said the pioneer of 20 
years’ residence, who is also earning 
fair money as a railway employee. 
‘My wife,’ he said, ‘keeps a few 
bees; they like clover. This year she 
got $2,600 for her honey—-putty fair.” 

“Add to the clover and the honey 
and the wages from the railway com- 
pany other incidental profits, and the 
man and his wife on the ten acres 
have an income of something like 
$6,000 a year. 

“This'is not an immigration story. 
It is a plain story of what citizens of 
initiative and resourcefulness may ac- 
complish in this bountiful land. 

“Another incident of the native 
wealth of Manitoba: Three years ago 


a Frenchman wrote to the Tribune 
inquiring where he might purchase a 
bee hive. He was outfitted for less 
than $15. His ‘better half? came into 
the city with the product of the bees’ 
work for the summer of 1919—900 
pounds of honey. It was sold at 40 
cents per pound, or a total of $360-—- 
pin money,

Settlers For Manitoba 


Many U.S. Farmers Are Purchasing 
Choice Manitoba Lands 

Hoy Jenkins, Mount Vernon, Ohio, 
has secured three hundred and twenty 
acres on Silver Plains, south of Win- 
nipeg, at seventy-five dollars per acre, 
while in the districts of Dufrost and 
Morris, an cighteen-hundred acre 
farm has been acquired by a farmer 
from Sibley, lowa, at forty dollars 
per acre, A large number of Ameri- 
can farmers are settling in this dis- 
trict. Another district which is recetv- 
ing attention is between Balmora! 
and Clundeboye, where a number of 
returned soldiers are taking up land 
at $27.50 per acre. A farmer at Mac- 
donald has harvested two thousand 
five hundred bushels of turnips from 
two and one-half acres seeded on fall 
plowing, May 15th.

The Rain Tree 
Story From Canary Island Founded 
on Fact 

When the Canary Islands began to 
be known in Europe, stories were 
brought home of a wonderful tree 
that drips with water fast enough to 
supply all the men and beasts on the 
otherwise nearly waterless island on 
which it grows. Information has re- 
cently reached England which tends 
to show that this travelers’ tale is 
founded on facts. In the island of 
Hierro, there is a steep and narrow 
gully running up from the sea and 
ending in a patch of forest. The 
clouds formed by the warm damp 
currents of air carried up the gully 
into the cool mountain tops would, 
of course, in accordance with well- 
known meteorological laws, form 
clouds around the trees in question, 
whose leaves would drip with water. 
At this stop tradition placed the rain 
tree. It is quite well known to for- 
resters how valuable trees are in con- 
densing water from the clouds, and 
holding it in the spongy ground they 
form around their roots; how they 
make natural reservoirs to feed the 
streams all the year round, even 
when, as in Hong Kong, half the year 
is rainless. 

In the case of the Hierro rain tree, 
it is pretty evident that the tanks set 
to catch the water that collected 
round the trees supplied many of the 
natives and their beasts in dry sea- 

| sons. One tree near the reservoirs, 
pasereg was bigger than the rest, no 
|doubt, and seen to drip like rain, ac- 
|; quired fame and gave rise to the stor- 
jies referred to. The sheep, goats and 
|swine, we are told, are independent, 
for they do not drink at all during the 
dry weather, but dig up fern roots 
and chew them to quench their thirst.

sawdust. A space of one foot 
should be left between the ive 
and the boards to be filled with 
sawdust, and the ice should be 
covered with about the same 
thickness. It is the sawdusi 
which keeps the icefrom melt- 
ing. The drier the sawdust is 
the better the ice will keep, 
and it is a good plan, as the ice 
is removed during the summer, 
to throw out from time to time 
the driest of the sawdust w: 
it will be under cover and con- 
tinue to dry out and thus be in 
better condition to be used 
again the following year. The 
ice should be cut in blocks of 
uniform size and packed as 
olosely together as possible. 

Marsh or “slough” hay or 
any fine wild hay which grows 
in low places gives the best 
results, If hay is used, the 
space around the ice or between 
the ice and the walls instead of 
being only 1 foot, should be at 
least 2 feet, into which the hay 
must be well packed. The. ice 
should also be covered with 
about 2 feet of the hay.

Proposed That an Inter-Imperial 
Organization Be Formed 

The holding of an inter-imperial 
conference of the veterans of the 
great war on land, on sea and in the 
air is being seriously mooted. The 
suggestion some time ago was 
broachéd among the veterans of Can- 
ada, The Dominion executive of 
that body of men is now in reccipt 
of a communication from the veterans 
of South Africa suggesting that such 
a conference be held at the earliest 
possible date at Capetown. The point 
is claimed to be the most central point 
for the foregathering of the fighting 
men of Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, Newfoundland, Great Britain 
and the other portions of the empire 
which participated in the conflict, 

It is proposed that representatives 
of soldiers’ and sailors’ organizations 
be sent and that an inter-imperial or- 
ganization be formed for the further- 
ing of good comradéship among the 
men who fought for the common 
cause, and for inter-communication on 
matters in which all are concerned. 

Should the organization be formed 
it would constitute one of the most 
formidable fraternal associations ~ in 
the world. The proposal is receiving 
consideration.

Amalgamated Dominion Police May 
Extend Scale of Activity 
To East 

The amalgamation of the Royal 
North-West Mounted Police and the 
Dominion police force under the 
name of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, which was authorized by an 
act passed at the last session of par- 
liament, will be completed by a proc- 
lamation by the governor-general in 
council. With the passage of the 
order-in-council, executive control of 
the police force will be centralized 
at Ottawa, 

The Royal North-West. Mounted 
Police have been gradually growing 
in strength. Enlistment for overseas 
military service reduced the numbers 
of the force, which in May last stood 
at about 500, The strength has now 
risen again to 1,800. This autumn, a 
new post was opened at Barnard har- 
bor, on Coronation Gulf, in a tract of 
territory rich in copper and oil re- 
sources. 

The government is said to have 
been urged to extend the jurisdiction 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Pol- 
ice into Eastern Canada. 

There is a suggestion that it may 
assign a portion of the force to Nor- 
thern Ontario. In Western Canada 
the mounted police have long been 
used as preventive officers to suppress 
smuggling in violation of the Cust 
Tariff Act, They may now, it is said, 
be appointed preventive officers under 
the provisions of the Inland Reventte 
Act to put a stop to the operation of 
illicit liquor stills, which are stated 
to have become very numerous in the 
Dominion, 

Officials at the head of the North- 
West Mounted Police have been con- 
sidering the feasibility of utilizing aix- 
‘raft as an aid in patrolling the great 
1orthern hinterland of the Dominion, 
it has been suggested that at the out- 
set a lighter-than-air machine Should 
be employed; that routes should be 
mapped out and stations established; 
and that then the airplanes might be 
brought in the service.
